Edwin and Lillian have all the while 
refused to consider themselves criminals, 
aud therefore thoy have not censel to 
protest ngmnat the violation of thoir 
tights by being compelled to submit to 
having their lottora opened anil roud by 
the sheriff and jailor, Not ta protest 
against this violation of tho sacredness 
ol correspondence woull beto tacitly 
acknowledge the justice of their impris- 
omment. Finally Mr. Housh told thom 
they could taxo their  choice—either 
withdraw their protest against tho open- 
ing and rending of their lotters eleo stop 
thelr correspondence! They, of cotrse, 
could not consistently withdraw their 
protest and eo no moro Jetters or carda 
are carried in for these unrepentant 
rebels against Kansas paternalism, and 
no letters aro allowed ta go out from 
them!

Tho people of Jeforson county, Kan- 
ene, have distinguished — themeelves 
beyond the records of all Exglisl-spoak- 
ing countries, xo far ns wa havo yet 
heard. Never before has the spectacle 
been presented of the arrestaud criminal 
Prosecution af a man aud woman the 
next morning after their marriage, sime 
ply because of an alleged irroguiarity or 
informality in their manner of getting 
ronrried. Tho judge who put the soal 
of legality upon this nrrest aud impris- 
onment didnot dare to challenge the 
validity of tho marriage {how could be 
challengo it when the Knnsas statutes 
plainly aaya that “marriage is n biel! 
contract to which the consent of the| 


re re ee a NR 
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parties is essential,” and when nothing 
else is eaid to be essen tial?) but proceeded 
to pnés sentence upon these admittedly 
warried persona becanse they had offer- 
ed an insult to Kansas officiala by not 
calling upon them to perform the mar- 
riage, and because no offcial record wae 
made or could be made of the trans- 
action. The gravamen then of the 
offense, according to the legal decis- 
ion under which these parties are suffer- 
ing the penalties of Kansas law, ia that 
they chested the law requiring official 
registration af marriage! But as this 
registration is intended as a protection 
forthe benefit of the parties fo the mar- 
riage themselves and for the protection 
of their prospective children, and not 
for the protection of the state against 
these parties and their children, how 
can it be construed as a crime against 
the state when parties to a marriage 
contract neglect to avail themcolves of 
the protection offered by the state? 


ln the very nature of things there can 
be no crime when no person can rise and 
say that he or sho is injured in person, 
property or reputation, unless in casea 
where the injured one 18 prevented by 
death, insanity, or is otherwise income 
petent to testify in his own behalt. 
Volenti non est injuria—“to the willing 
no crime ia done,” bas heen from time 
immemorial the legal maxim in regard 
to what constitutes crime, and since the 
injury iu thie case, if any, was an injury 
to tho parties themselves, it follows that 
no crime was committed by them, and 
therefore the prosecution that has been 
so flercely urged against them is simply 
n persecution without the shadow of 
apology in Justice and equity, whatover 
muy be said in its vindication from the 
standpoint of technical law. 


In view of these facts and in view of 
the further fact that Lillian Harman 
and Edwin Walker have not refused to 
couply with common usage in this mat- 
tee for tho purpose of courting notoriety 
nor simply to avoid the payment of fees 
for license and for legal “master of 
coremonies,"—unjuet and invasive ns 
these taxes are~-but that instead of this 
they wish by their departure from ene- 
tom to enter their oarnest and solemn 
protest agninst the sea-slavery of wo- 
manin marriage, and to vindicate her 
right ta the ownership of hor sex-hood 
and the control of her motherhood, the 
sameiu maarringe ns out of iL—we re- 
peat, in viow of all these facts wa ask our 
friends evory where, we ask the lovers of 
juatice of freodom and of purity in this 
tho most important relaticn of human 
lifo, to agaist us to eirenlate a Remon- 
atranco against tyranny and oppression 
aod a Plen for justice, liberty and true 
worality in the sex-relationg of men and 
womon,. 7 

In our issue of December Sra an Illi- 
nots physician writing over the nom-de- 
plume of “Zoa 'Topsis” proposed that a 
paper be circulated tor signatures, some- 
thing like this;

Buch a list containing the names of hun» 
reda and even thousands, and presented, 
if possible, at the next trial of the prisoners 
would form a front, so toapeak, which oven 
the andacity of the orthodox docturs of the 
law or the gospel (?) might possibly hesitate 
to wholly ignore Such sn effort would 
awaken throughout the land such an uprising 
of sentiment for right as haa never before 
been experienced. 

Tho case has been regularly appealed 
to the rnupremo court of Kansas and they 
will probably, within the next six 
months, review the action ofthe lower 
court and give their opinion concerning 
the case on its merits. As Kansas judges 
are elective, might it uot be well to 
show them that the opinions of their con- 
stituency ore not all on the side of aer- 
ownership of woman Uy man in mar- 
tinge? and to show them „that the ani- 
mus of thie progecntion is simply to pre- 
vent the spread of opinions favorable to 
tho eox-emancipation of woman?

“The most obatinate beliefs that mortals entertain 
about themselyes are such an they have no evidence 
for,” Very true, and there is probably no better illus- 
tration of this than the zealous Christian devotee, 
Martha Meadows, herrelf. Instance when she believes 
that she is a better woman and moro truly virtuous 
thanis Lillian Harman because she (Martha) has thus 
far kept out of jail by adhering to the letter of the 
Grundy code of morality for women. 


Letthem “rot injail. Sofaras tho public is con 
cerned it matters not, They have chosen their beds, so 
let them he.” This is the imine utterance of the 
Christian editor of the Valley Falls Register. Some 
years ago—no matter how many or how fow—the law 


in all christian states made it a crime for 
a man to confess his sins to God and get 
forgiveness without paying thoe priest for 


the privilege. So every man who failed to come to 
“confessional” and pay his dues was put in prison, He 
was told that he could lie there and rot, so far as the 
public was concerned, till he should acknowledge his 
error—till he should comply with the law by agrecing 
to pay the priest and by paying the costs of his im- 
prisonment. ‘You have chosen your bed; if you like 
this bed you can lie on it.” 


_ Church and State were then in partnershipand made 
itacrime fora manto attend to his own religious 
affairs without leave asked of the priest. Church and 
State are still in partnership—in Kansas—and make it 
a crime (videCrozier’s decision) for a man and woman 
to attend to their own conjugal affairs without asking 
leave of the priest or his substitute, the magistrate 

The Catholic church has always assumed the right of 
control over the sex relations of men and women, mak- 
sex-agsociation impure, unchasteand criminal if not 
blessed by her own officials. But Protestantism þe- 
ing broken up into so many factions has been com- 
pelled to delegate a part of this control to its partner, 
the state, but always insists on the recognition of its 
clergy as officers of the state in giving legal sanction, 
to what would otherwise be a criminal, or at least an 
unchaste association, 

Lillian Harman and Edwin Walker have ignored 
this assumed right of the church-state to regulato 
their conjugal affairs. They deny its might to tell 
them whether the ‘civil contract” they have made is 
a pure, holy and moral one or not. This is their crime. 
It is just as much a case of conscience—just as much 
a contest for personal right, as was ever the contest of 
the dissenters and heretics of the middle ages for the 
tight to manage their own religious affairs. For this 
law-created crime Edwin and Lillian are now prose- 
cuted, perrecitod, robbed of their liberty, their time 
and their money, and because they refuse to bo a par- 
ty to still further robbery by agrecing to pay the costs 
of the robber-state they are told by a sleek, well-ted 
Christian weather-cock that they may “rotin jail’for all 
the public cares! 


Who will dare to say that the spirit of Christianism 
is not the same to-day that it was two hundred years 
ago? ‘he church made human fiends of others iso 
good men and women then, and it makes human fiends 
of those who would otherwise be good men and ‘wo- 
men now! 


Mr. Gardiner says “they assumo to 
their unimportant cause.” Edwin and Lillian’ have 
not sought the position of martyrs, If they are such 
it is because martyrdom has been forced Upon them 
while shunning rather than secking notoriety, Their 
autonomistio marriage was a very quiet and private 
affair compared to ordinary churcl..and-stato weddings. 
But is their cause an “unimportant” one? canse 
that involves the liberty orimprisonment and even the 
lives of a man and woman can hardly be called an un- 
importantj{one, A cause that involves the right of wo. 
man to the Gwnership and contro! of her sex-hood and 
of her maternal functions, instead of being an unim- 
portant one is transcendently the most important 
that ever engaged the attention, or demanded sac 
ritice at the hands of. honest and earnest men and wo- 
men,

Not only the Register man and his correspondents 
but many Liberals likewise, seem to think that we 
have incurred this prosecution in order to get up a fi- 
nanciai boom for Lucifer, and that tho refusal of the 
prisoners to pay tosts is simply for the same purpose.

WHO ARE ‘THE CRIMINALS ? 

For nearly threo months past the pages of our little 
paper havo been largely dovoted to discussiana grow- 
ing ont of a crime, or rather a long series of crimes, 
committed in this town and this county. Anë while 
it has not been our wish to devoto the entire space of 
the paper to one subject wo tniuk the readers of Lu- 
cifer will pardon the exclusion of other matter to give 
roum to what must, in this instance, have seemed a 
ersonsl and to some extent a private concern. But 
in the larger and truer sense it has not been merely a 
private and personal affair that from week to week has 
monopolized onr space, time and energies, When 
crimes are committed the “concern of one becomes 
the concern of all.” Self-preservation is the first law 
[first necessity (?)] of nature,” and if we do not co- 


operate and unito our forces to repel erime and crim- 
inals we may all expect to be assailed and crushed in 
turn. And all the more necessary is it that we com» 
bine and when crime criminals tako tho form of au 
organized force, and especially so when this force 
commits its crimes under the sanction of civil law, or 
when criminals shield thomselves from punishment 
behind the entrenchments of established govern— 
ments, 2 

Itis thia view of tho case, mainly, tbat pleads 
our justification in giving so much epaco to the de- 
tails of the criminal prosecution of Edwin Walker and 
Lillian Harman, And taking this view we think our 
readors will bear with us while we, as briefly as possi- 
ble, consider who itis that ara the real, the responsi- 
ble criminals in putting behind prison bars, there to 
remain for an indefinite number of years, astrong man 
in the prime of hia manhood, and a young girl just 
ripening into womanhood—all for an act which no 
one will pretend is a crime in the nature of things, 
but which at mostand worst is only a technical or 
law-made crime. 

First. As least cognizant, perhaps, of what he was 
doing, and therefore least guilty, of all those whose 
names have yet appeared in the list ot prosecutors and 
persecutors in this unprecedented, if not unparallelled 
case, I name the complaining witness, William F, 
Hiser. I say least guilty, because from his compara- 
tive youth and inexperience—though a man in years— 
ho was probably not aware of the enormity and terri- 
ble consequences of the offense he was about to com» 
mit. Urged on by others older than himself he did 
not pauso to consider what it means to be aspy, an 
informer. a traitor in the house of one’s frends! And 
even to-day, after the lapse of so many weeks, I am con- 
vinced that he has not yet awakened toa realizing con- 
sciousness of the utter infamousness af the deed to 
the commission of which he tent himself. When ho 
does awako to such consciousness, as he certainly must 
do some time if he lives long enough, be will probably 
wish, from tho depths of his soul, that he had never 
been born! ; 

Tor these and like reasons 1 have said and still say 
that I pity, far more than blame. the complaining wit- 
nass in this prosecution. I pity him because tho wrong: 
doer is alway more to be pitied than his innocent vic- 
tim. Yes, dear, sympathising reader, although every 
nerve in my body tingles with pain, so to speak, and 
every drop of my blood boils with honest indignation 
at the memory of tho wrongs my daughter has suf- 
fered and must still sutier at the hands of her tor- 
mentors I would a thousand fold rather be in prison 
as sho is to day, than to boat large and standing in the 
shoes of William Francis Iiser! 

Ta this putting it too strong? T can only speak for 

myself, but, once forall, I say here and now, that if I 
had accepted the kind invitation of my foster-father 
to be one of a few  sclect ones to witness the 
nuptials of my foster-sister—if I had eaten supper at 
his table and passed the night beneath his roof—if I 
had deliberately done these things in order that I 
might be able next morning to testify to the fact that 
that sister and her conjugal companion had oceupicd 
one and the same room during the night~and if, in 
consequence of that information the said sister, who 
had ever treated me kindly and well, should have been 
subjected to the indignity of arrest and of arraign- 
ment asa criminal before the police court, thie to be 
succeeded by the long serioa of nameless but utterly 
shameless public examinations, mock trials, guards, 
felon cells, enforced association with coarse, criminal, 
and sometimes worse than brutal men--to these added 
the constant violations of the seal on privato and there- 
fore sacred correspondence, the suppression of articles 
written for publicatton—all these and more, perhaps to 
be continued, as now scems probable, for an indefinite 
number of years--I say in all honesty and candor that 
I think my life would then boaburden to me, and that 
Icould welcome the stroke of lightning that would kind- 
ly strike me dead! Anytiinc that would hide from 
me the vision of the reproachful eyes of that injured 
sister, continually looking out at me from behind 
prison bars! Nay, more; I think I should want that 
ightning-stroke to wipo out the memory of my name 
and existence from the earth, so that in after years no 
one could couple my name with that of Benedict 
Arnold, Judas Iscariot aud others of infamous memory, 
whose good deeds and qualities, whatever they may 
have been, are only now remembered and spoken of to 
act out in bold reliof the one damning act of their 
lives! 

But I forbear. As stated before, the youth and inex- 
perience of this young man should plead for bim, and 
against the real conspirators whoso pliant tool he was 
weak enough to allow himself to become. Life is yet 
before him, and itis to be hoped that he will live to do 
much to redeem his name from the memory of a deed 
that above all other deeds ishated and shunned by the 
the honor-loving and truth-loving among men and wo- 
men—the betrayal of trusting innocence! 

A word or two in regard to the apology given by 
Air, Hiser for this action of his, When asked why 
he did as he did he gaye as his principal reason that 
he was told that if he did notgo out and enact the spy 
and enter suit against the parties to the autonomistic 
marriage ho would be regarded as consenting to the 
arrangement, and that the people of Valley Falls 
would take the law in their own hands and lynch the 
“guilty parties.” He therefore claims he meant to do 
us 3 kindness rather than an injury, This is simply 
the old pleathativisvight to do evil that guol may 
come, or right to commit 2 crime to prevent tho com- 
mission of a greater crime. The only manly course, 
as we view it, for Mr. Hiser would have been to say to 
these conspirators: “Gentlemen, you have mistaken 
your man! Instead of acting the spy to betray those 
who have always treated me well I will do what I can 
to defeat you. 


nor yours, If you organize a company to lynch them 
I will organize one to defend them,and will give them 
warning of their danger.” 

A brave and manly stand like this would probably 
have prevented all the outrages that have followed and 
are yet to follow as consequences of this weak surren- 
der on the part of W. F, Hiser. ë

and all this becanse we got no Heense, 
employed no official, and had no cere- 
mony, but wont to, living together by 
mutual love and agreement; I say when 
we wore in the dark and perilous condi. 
tion thirty-two years ago, I then fondly 
hoped that at this time, whether F lived 
to aeeit or not, men and women. would 
be treo to live together upon tho terns 
of mutual love and individual responsi- 
bility and sovereignty, and that both 
law and gospel would cease to interfere 
with that whichis none of their business. 
Tf Church and State would only confine 
their functions to the protection of indi- 
viduals in every sense and nsurp no at- 
thority not belonging to them, we might 
then justly call this a land of liberty, 
but ag it is, I can say with the poet: 

“O Liberty, thou wast undone; 

Wast from thy native country driver, 
When tyranny eclipsed the gun, 

And hlotted gut tho stats of heaven.” 

As science, freethought and humanity
